MEXICO EXECUTES 


OEAHANO AS-REBEL 
AND 1a FOLLOWER 


Gen. Gomez, Aspirant to 
Presidency, Is Said to 
Be Surrounded. 


TORREON COUP FAILS; 
ALL OFFICERS KILLED 


Battle Reported in Progress 
at Texcoco; Vera Cruz 
Moving Capital. 


Mexico City, Oct. 4 (A.P.).—The tron 
hand of Calles already has fallen upon 
the alleged instigators of the military 
revolt. Less than 24 hours after the 
uprising started in Mexico City, Gen. 
Francisco Serrano, candidate for the 
presidency, former war minister and 
once close friend of Gen. Obregon, de- 
clared to be the main leader in the at- 
tempt against the government, was cap- 
tuted, court-martialed and executed. 
Thirteen of his most prominent fol- 
lowers also paid the supreme penalty. ° 

With the mutiny of thrée companies 
of the twenty garrisoned in Mexico City 
at midnight Sunday, and reports of 
threatened risings in various parts cf 
the republic, President Calles and Gen. 
Obregon, whose aspirations for another 
term in the presidential chair are be- 
lieved to have brought about the wide- 
spread movement of revolt, immediately 
prepared plans for crushing the rebel- 
lion. Gen. Obregon declared that he 
would withdraw his candidacy, if néc- 
essary, and take the fleld against the 
anti-Calles forces. 


No Details of Deaths. 


Loyal troops, aided by airplanes, were 
sent immediately in pursuit of the 
mutineers who had proceeded toward 
Puebla. How well they succeeded in 
their task is indicated by an Official 
bulletin issued this morning. The bul- 
letin gives no details regarding the cap- 
ture and execution of these men, but 
States briefly: 

“Gen. Francisco Serrano, one of the 
leaders in the uprising, was captured in 
the state of Morelos, together with a 
group of his companions, by loyal 
troops commanded by Gen. Juan Do- 
minguez. ‘They were summarily court- 
martialed and executed.”

DRYS IN SOUTH DAKOTA 
START FIGHT ON SMITH 


Organization Democrats Fa- 
vor Governor as Only Party 
Man Standing Chance. 


LEAGUE TAKES UP FIGHT

Sioux Falls, S. Dak., Oct. 4.—Al Smith 
Democrats in South Dakota are confi- 
dent of carrying their candidate 
through the State proposal conventions 
next spring, and, although the drys are 
forming against this, the situation at 
present favors a Smith delegation from 
this State. 

A lively party row has already been 
started, forerunner of the national an- 
tagonism that will be aroused by the 
Smith candidacy. The open opposition 
is dry, but there is an undercurrent of 
a religious character observabie here, 

Organization Democrats are looking 
askance at the Smith movement, call- 
ing it irregular and unofficial, but 
there is no other candidate in the field 
to stop him. His supporters are think- 
ing, here as in other Western States, 
in terms of the nomination, rather than 
the election, so far as this State is con- 
cerned. Smith can not carry South 
Dakota against a Republican of respect- 
able dryness and particularly one with 
farm sympathies. : 

“We are making the campaign for 
Smith on this basis that he is the only 
Democrat who has a chance of being 
elected President,” said Holton Daven- 
port, of Sioux Falls, head of the Smith 
forces.

Convention Tide. 


CHAIRMAN IS SILENT 
ON “CHOOSE” ISSUE 


Favorite Son and Uninstruct- 
ed Delegates to Be 
Encouraged.

There are influential die-hards in the 
Republican gathering here who still 
cling to the hope that President Cool- 
idge will be drafted in 1928 and are 
shaping their plans to that end. They 
are few in number, probably not more 
than four or five of the more than 
twenty party men present, but as long 
as they hold to their present attitude 
any other candidate will be handi- 
capped. 

The attitude revolves around Senator 
W. M. Butler, chairman of the Repub- 
lican national committee, who is abso- 
lutely fefusing to comment publicly on 
the President’s “‘choose” statement or 
the question of whether he would run 
it drafted. But the senator is as yet 
by no means defeated in his desire to 
have Mr. Coolidge run again. 

He alone knows whether the Presi- 
dent would accept the nomination if 
tended to him on a silver platter. 

But it is a fact that he has not yet 
abandoned the hope that the President 
can be forced to run. And around him 
he has gathered an influential little 
group of the old guard that agrees with 
him. And its strategy is simply this: 

Encourage the sending of wunin- 
structed or favorite son delegations to. 
the convention or delegates pledged to 
an outstanding man so near the Presi- 
dent’s kind that they could be per- 
suaded to switch to him. 

In the meantime, there is to be no 
overt act, nothing that would prompt 
the President to make a more definite 
statement. No attempt is to be made 
to get him to amplify his “choose” 
statement. They hope he will keep 
quiet and never say another word. 

Has Had Many Conferences. 

Then if their calculations bear out 
things at the convention will be in a 
pretty intricate state along about the 
fifth or sixth ballot, and there will come 
the cry for Mr. Coolidge.

STOP MADE IN HOLLAND 


Norderney, Germany, Oct. 4 (A.P.).— 
The first leg of thé latest attempt by 
German aviators to make the westward 
Atlantic passage by air ended today at 
Amsterdam instead of Lisbon, as was 
scheduled. 

Barely 130 miles from the Island 
Field here, where the start was made 
at 4:46 o’clock this afternoon, the 
Junker hydroairplane D-1230 came to 
earth after circling the Dutch metrop- 
olis. 

The trip to Lisbon and thence to the 
Azores for the long ocean jump will be 
resumed tomorrow morning. 

At the Azores, where the plane will 
be refueled for the long span to Harbor 
Grace, Newfoundland. The American 
port of destination has not bten an- 
nounced. 

The D-1230, in command of Frederick 
Loose, who was on the Bremen when 
she made her unsuccessful transatlan- 
tic attempt in August, is a low wing 
Junkers model G-24 with pontoons. lt 
is a twelve passenger plane, the cabin 
of which has been converted into a fuel 
storage compartment, It carries a com- 
plete receiving and sending wireless set 
and scientific equipment. 

A woman passenger was smuggled 
aboard shortly before the D-1230 took 
off. She is Mrs. Lilli Dillenz, a Vien- 
nese actress, and daughter of the paint- 
er, Carl Hollitzer. No explanation was 
given of her presence aboard or whether 
she will complete the overseas trip. 

Rolf Starke, a skilled pilot, also is 
aboard. Two sacks of mail, originally 
put aboard the Europa and Bremen 
for the United States, were taken on 
the D-1230.

BEATS WIFE T0 DEATH; 
SAYS SHE URGED HIM 


“Told Me to Hurry,”’ Husband 
Tells Police; Woman Was 


in Great Pain. 
Minneapolis, Oct. 4 (A.P.).—Because 
‘his wife, who was ill, begged him to 
“put her out of her misery,” Adolph 
Dyplina told police today that he killed 


her by beating her over the head with 


a lead pipe. When she was dead, he 
said, he carried her to the bathroom 
and bathed her and then returned her 
to her bed. After taking a walk, he 
called an undertaker, saying his wife 
had died “aftér a long illness.” 

The undertaker’s assistants noticed 
traces of blood on the woman's head 
and notified the coroner’s office. In- 
vestigation led to Dyplina’s arrest to- 
day and his subsequent confession, 

Dyplina said his wife had been ill 
tor a long time and in great pain. 

“She asked me, ‘Put me out of my 
misery,’” the statement read. “She 
even told me to hurry up, so I let her 
have four or five over the head.” 

Dyplina led police to the basement 
of his home and picked up a bloody 
piece of lead pipe which he had hidden 


behind the furnace. He said he had 


sed the pipe in killing his wie. 

When the undertaker's men arrived 
Dyplina was washing dishes in the 
kitchen.

Charges Betty Wilson Com- 
pelled Him, at Point of Gun, 
to Help in Robbery. 


The mystery of how the four Mount 
Jackson Bank bandits—two men and 
two women—escaped from a posse after 
hiding in the mountains of the Shenan- 
doah Valley for four days and nights 
Backews cleared up last night by Cecil Wil- 
son, 24 years old, who surrendered to 
the police here yesterday. 

Wilson, one of the alleged bandits, 
said that he was forced into the rob- 
bery by Betty Wilson, one of the 
women, Who pressed a revolver against 
his ribs and threatened to kill him if 
he “turned yellow.” The girl is not 
related to Wilson. 

In an interview last night with 
Justice of the Peace Arthur Stickley, 
of Woodstock, Va., Wilson ‘revealed 
that he, the Wilson girl, and the 
cther members of the bang—Kirby 
Dellinger and Helen Blackwell—drove 
right down the: mgin street of Wood- 
stock after escaping from the moun- 
tains, passed by the jail and the sheriff's 
house, and continued on to Washing- 
ton. 

Aided by Mountaineer. 


He also revealed, Stickley said, that 
Dellinger obtained the help of a man 
living in the mountains, and that this 
man provided the automobile in which 
the fugitives escaped. 

‘The robbery of $2,000 from the bank 
in Mount Jackson, Va., about 12 milés 
from Woodstock, was committed the 
morning of July 25 last. The two men 
and two women left this city to 
carry it out. The posse which sought 
the. quartet in the Alleghany Mountains 
nearby was organized by Sheriff B. M. 
Borden, in Woodstock, which is the 
county seat of Shenandoah County. 

Wilson, who already was wanted in 
this city for embezzling funds from 
the Home Laundry, was driver of the 
automobile in which the bandits es- 
caped. It was in the hope that he 
would escape punishment in Wood- 
stock that he surrendered himself 
here yesterday to answer to the em- 
bezzlement charge.

‘Small Cost Called Reason Why

Counseling a “policy of candid dis- 
cussion, generous conciliation and wise 
cooperation,” so that radio may con- 
tribute “beneficent public service," 
President Coolidge yesterday inaugu- 
rated the International Radiotele- 
graphie Conference. 


He addressed the more than 400 dele- 
gates and experts from 70 countries and 
41 communications companies who 
unanimously. acclaimed Secretary 
Hoover, chairman of the American dele- 
gation, president of the conference. 
Mr. Hoover was nominated by G. J 
Hofker, delegate from the Netherlands. 

“In many fields our country claims 
the right to be the master of its own 
indepehdent development,” President 
Coolidge told the conference. “It cor- 
dially concedes the’ same right to all 
others. But in the radio field the most 
complete development, both at home 
and abroad, lies in mutual concessions 
and cooperation. 

“Like every invention which increases 
the power of man it (radio) may be 
used for good or evil It can serve 
the cause of understanding and friend- 
ship among nations, or it can be used 
to create ill will and dissension. The 
worid will not be benefited by this in- 
crease in the scope of its power unless 
theré= is corresponding increase in 
moral development.” , : 


Hoover Explains Problems. 


Secretary Hoover reminded the con- 
ference of the deficiency of existing in- 
ternational radio regulations by which 
the world, he said, was “threatened 
with chaos of uncoordinated traffic.” 
To accommodate the enormous number 
of radio activities among the available 
frequencies and to avoid interference, 
Secretary Hoover said the apportion- 
ment of radio frequency bands for each 
service wa; necessary 

In recalling the enormous strides ra- 
dio science had made in the last few 
years, h_ said, the future probably 
wouid hold a repetition of that. devel- 
opment .nd urged that the regulatory 
convention be so framed as not to 
hamper its progress. 

Davis, one of the American 
deiezgaves, was nominated vice president 
of the convention. Col E, V. Peeke 
and L. Wnittemore, were appointed sec- 
vetaries to the president, while Henry 
Et.enne, head of the Radio-Telegraph 
Bureau Berne, was made head of the 
conference secretaviat. 

The text of Mr. Coolidge’s address 
follows: 

“It is my privilege to extend to the 
delegates to this conference a most 
cordial welcome on behalf of the people 
of the United States. Seldom has a 
more representative world conference 
assembled. The presence here of dele- 
gates from so large a proportion of 
the nations of the earth is of itself 
suffic:ent evidence of the importance 
which will attach to your deliberations. 
The large number of subjects to be 
considered is at once apparent when it 
is remembered that there has been no 
conference of this nature for about 
fifteen years. Meantime there have 
been many improvements in transmit- 
t.ng and reeiving radio messages and 
a perfectly tremendous expansion in 
their use. 


Radio’s Rapid Development. 


“It is scarcely 30 years ego that the 
transmission of intelligence by radio 
began. For almost 25 years it was 
largely confined to Government use, 
mostly in navigation Within the past 
five or six years has come the enor- 
mous popular development which has 
brought the radio receiving set into 
such general use in the home and the 
construction of so many privately con- 
trolled broadcasting stations. The chief 
marvel and usefulness of this modern 
invention lies in the instantaneous 
service it is able to render over great 
areas Of the earth’s surface, using as 
its medium of transmission only the 
natural elements of the atmosphere. 
In military defense, in navigation, in 
commerce, in education, in musical and 
theatrical entertainment it has come to 
play a great part in the life of our 
people. 

“Communication is one of the im- 
portant supports of civilization. If we 
lance at any of the backward portions 
of the earth we shall see at once that 
methods for the transmission of in- 
telligence are lacking. In such places 
there are few and poorly constructed 
highways, railroads are lacking, tele- 
phone and telegraph lines do not exist 
hewspapers do not circulate, the radio 
is unknown, and, finally, there is al- 
most nothing in the way of postoffice 
service. Thése are the necessary equip- 
ments tor a people desiring to live ac- 
cording to modern standards and be- 
come partakers in modern progress |! 
believe that the radio holds great 
promise of reaching into these dark 
places of the earth because the cost of 
its installation and maintenance will 
represent almost nothing in comparison 
with the cost of the cther means of 
communication. To use it does not 
even require an.elementary education 
of reading and writing. Its main weak- 
ness appears to me to lie in the fact 
that it produces no permanent record 
for future consideration. 


Wants Candid Discussion. 


“An instrument of such far-reaching 
magnitude, fraught with so great a 
power for good to humanity, naturally 
requires national and _ international 
regulation and control, to the end that 
there. may be the most perfect order 
and largest possible uniformity in its 
use and enjoyment. It is to consider 
methods and rules for securing these 
results that this conference has been 
called. I commend to you thé adop- 
tion of the policy of candid discussion 
generous conciliation, and wide coopera- 
tion. This is a field where it will be 
exceedingly casy for a single nation to 
render uncertain and useless a broad 
area of surrounding territory. greatly 
to the’ disadvantage of itself and all 
others concerned A large opportunity 
exists for an economic treatment of 
radio problems through standa 
tion A uniformity of action among 
different peoples is always a most im- 
portant step in advance — 


the right to be the master of its own 

indipendent development It cordially 

concedes the same right to all others 

But. in the radio fleld the most com- 
developme 


e nt, both at home and 
ubroad, lies in mutual co and 
cooperation - 
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increases the power of man it may be 
used for good or for evil. It can serve 
the cause of understanding and friend- 
ship among peop!e and among nations. 
or it can be used to create ill will and 
dissension. The world will not be ben- 
efited by this increase in the scope of 
its power unless there is corresponding 
increase in moral development Your 
main object will be to raise this great 
industry into the realm of beneficent 
public service. 

“Those of you who are present here 
from foreign lands I trust may gain a 
deep appreciation of the cordial friend- 
ship which this country entertains to- 
ward all of you. f hope you -nay Nave 
the opportunity of coming into .closer 
contact with the life of our people, 
that you may secure a helpful knowl- 
edge of our. commercial and political 
institutions, and that out of the de- 
| liberations of this conference there may 
,come an increased power for the service

States Should Be Allowed to 
Decide, He Tells Casu- 
alty Agents. 


SEES RURAL-URBAN CLASH 


White Sulphur Springs, W. Va., Oct. 
4 (A.P.).—As a means of furthering the 
cause of prohibition and a respect for 
the law, Gov. Ritchie of Maryland de- 
clared in an address today that prohibi- 


tion should be made a matter for the 
several States of the country to decide 
s0 that each State within constitution- 
al limits may settle it in accordance 
with the convictions and conscience of 
its own people.” 

The Maryland executive, who spoke 
before the National Association of 
Casualty and Surety Agents here, as- 
serted “many of the States may prever 
absolute prohibition, but others do 
not.” He added that an outstanding 
index of prohibition observance was 
that in many States where the “popu- 
lation is preponderantly urban, the 
urban element is against Volsteadism.” 
He said the Federal enforcement of pro- 
hibition intensified the conflict be- 
tween the rural and urban elements of 
the country. : 

“Either the Volstead law must be 
changed or it must be enforced,” de- 
clared Gov. Ritchie, adding that he was 
“convinced it can not be enforced.” It 
involves a problem of govérnment, he 
said, “that no fixed and immutable 
law restricting personal conduct can be 
enforced uniformly throughout. the 
Nation if some communities are ready 
to sanction it, but other communities 
are determined not to.” 

Gov Ritchie also stressed the elimi- 
nation of excessive Federal Government 
regulation in busines? and social prob- 
lens.

Discrimination Against U. S., 
Not Schedules, Is Involved, 
He Says. 


ASSERTS NEGOTIATIONS 
ARE AT STANDSTILL 


Points to Old Friendship and 
the Fact That Countries 
Fought Together. 


President Coolidge took a hand in the 
French tariff controversy yesterday 
when he made: it known that it is 
France’s discrimination against this 
country and not tariff schedules that 
are involved. 

The President’s attitude was made 
known just as the State Department’s 
reply to the latest French note was be- 
ing drawn up.. The nature of the reply 
was not disclosed, butain view of the 
President’s. position it was taken for 
granted that it will definitely point out 
to the French government that there 
can be no negotiations as long as the 
discrimination exists. 

The amount of American commerce 
involved is very ++ it was explained 
on behalf of the sident, only about 
$10,000,000 a year. But there is a prin- 
ciple at stake which this country can 
not forsake. 

This question, it was made known, 
has been the stumbling block in the 
whole controversy and has completely 
subordinated the French rates on 
American products and the fact that 
the French tariff entirely bars certain 
agricultural products of this country. 

This country has tariff barriers, it 
was explained on behalf of the Presi- 
dent, but there is no discrimination 
against this country or that. Of all 
countries whom this country should 
have expected a discriminatory policy, 
France was the last. 


Points to Old Friendship. 


It was only a few years ago, the Pres- 
ident pointed out, that the two coun- 
tries were brothers in arms and the 
friendship between them is deep-rooted. 
Yet under these conditions the French 
government, as thé President sees it, 
selects this country for discrimination. 

It is an action that makes this gov- 
ernment feel hurt. 

This country has no complaint to 
make because of any favors France 
might extend to other countries, the 
President let it be known, but it does 
insist that its commerce not be dis- 
criminated against. 

Until this offense at a principle is 
removed, it was made clear, there can 
be no negotiations on the question of 
schedules. — 

The French tariff, it has been ex- 
plained, levies a duty on American im- 
ports 400 per cent greater than that 
levied on German products. But it is 
not the point, it was made clear, that 
this impost is prohibitive to American 
goods, but that it is discriminatory. 

Generally, the situation between the 
two governments was considered to have 
reached an impasse. The President ex- 
pressed..the hope that there would be 
an amicable adjustment, but at the 
same time made it known that there 
could. be no yielding on the principle 
at issue. 

Ambassador Claudel called at the 
State Department and discussed the 
matter .with Secretary Kellogg during 
the day, but the nature of their con- 
versation was not disclosed. 

Neither -was there any information 
forthcoming as to when the reply to 
the latest French note would be ready 
for transmission. 


Sugar Curb Signed 
By Cuban President 


Havana, Cuba, Oct. 4 (A.P.).—Presi- 
dent Machado today signed the law 
adopted by both houses of congress last 
night regulating the production and ex- 
portation of sugar for the coming crop. 
On publication of the law in the official 
Gazette, it will become effective.

Commerce Department officials indi- 
cated a disposition yesterday to regard 
the new Cuban legislation for restrict- 
ing sugar production as a more reason- 
able measure than similar governmental 
steps in behalf of such commodities as 
rubber and coffee. 

While formal comment was withheld 
pending a study of the Cuban sugar 
law, it was said informally that the 
Cuban situation deserved special con- 
sideration from America.

Possibility that the President is weak- 
ening in his tax reduction stand in 
favor of-debt reduction was seen in his 
attitude yesterday. There was no inti- 
mation from the President himself that 
he has come to the belief thet there 
shoyld not be a tax slice or that i¢ 
should be a very small one, but in his 
discussion of the importance of debt 
reduction at his biweekly press confer- 
ence there was some cause for appre- 
hension among the tax reductionists. 

The President let it be known that he 
considers debt reduction the major ac- 
complishment of his administration. 
The annual interest on the public debi, 
some $600,000,000 would be sufficient to 
pay for the entire cost of flood control, 
he made known, in emphasizing the 
heavy load that it is on the taxpayer. 
Pointing out that the debt had been 
reduced $5,000,000,000 under his admin- 
istration, it was explained that this was 
something that had been felt in every 
household in the country. 

Debt reduction is not as likely to 
catch the public eye as tax reduction, it 
was pointed out, but is nevertheless of 
far more importance. The taxpayer 
benefited far more by this lowering of 
the national debt than he did by the 
tax slices which the Coolidge adminis 
tration effected. 


Reasons Behind Discussion.

Will Bomb Rebels. 


The government declares that the 
mutineers who deserted the Mexican 
City garrison numbered only 800, Fed- 
eral scout airplanes located them near 
Texcoco this morning, whereupon 2,500 
federals were dispatched to that place 
from. Mexico City to give battle. Fed- 
eral airplanes meanwhile were prepar- 
ing to bomk the rebels out of their 
positions. 

President Callies is personally direct- 
ing the military campaign from Cha- 


pet projects. Some of these projects, 
the President let it be known are meri- 
torlous and others are not, but it was 
made clear that they militate against 
reduction of the Nation’s debt.

Smoot Alters Stand. 


Those who have studied the esti- 
mated surpluses for the current year 
and next year, as made known by 
Budget Director Lord, have found it 
difficult to see whether any great tax 
reduction can be effected at the com- 
ing session, even after allowing for 
the budget director’s conservatism, Too, 
Senator Smoot of Utah, credited with 
being one of the foremost financial ex- 
perts in the Senate, who first predicted 
a $300,000,000 rdeuction, has since said 
that perhaps there should not be one 
at all. 

Even if there is a reduction the small 
income taxpayers are not expected to 
benefit. In the first place, about $150,- 
000,000 of the slice, it has been gen- 
erally believed, would be applied to a 
reduction of one per cent in corpora- 
tion levies. This amount spread among 
all the corporations would not be great- 
ly felt, it is pointed out, and by the 


time the reduction is spread to the 


consumer it will not be recognizable. 

Tax reduction optimists have based 
their greatest hopes on the fact that 
next year is a campaign year. But those 
who saw in the President’s remarks 
yesterday a leaning toward debt reduc- 
tion pointed out that it might be a 
case of paving the, way for the thought 
that more gener&l good would come 
from debt reduction.

As pointed out before, this group 
is in the minority by far at the gather- 
ing. But it is composed of men who 
get. votes outside of their respective 
States. 

Most certainly their tactics will not 
do Hoover, Lowden or Dawes or any one 
else who is bein= prominently men- 
tioned any good, it is pointed out, and 
it is conceivable that a condition might 
be brought about if the group goes far 
with its plan that would cause the 
President to amplify his statement in 
fairness to the others. 

As an example of how the attitude 
of this group works against the others, 
one leader is known to be telling those 
delegates over whom he has an influ-

R. H. Aishton Tells Railway 
Conclave Delegates of 
Indispensability. 

DISASTROUS RESULTS 
OF THEIR FAILURE 


700 Leading Railroad Men 
Attend Annual Session of 
Their Association. 


Wire and radio communication are 
indispensable to the progress and pros- 
perity of this country, because without 
them our great transportation systems 
would be paralyzed and the Nation’s 
industries wholly demoralized, R. H. 
Aishton, president of the American 
Railway Association, declared yesterday 
at the opening session of the telegraph 
and telephone section of the associa- 
tion at the Willard Hotel. 


More than 700 delegates, represent- 
ing virtually every large railroad in the 
United States, Canada and Mexico, are 
attending the convention, which will 
remain in session until tomorrow. 


Welcomed by Ladue. 


Col. William B. Ladue,~ Engineer 
Commissioner, welcomed the delegates 
to this city yesterday morning. He 
stressed the importance of radio and 
wire communication to the railroads. 
Commissioner Sidney F. Taliaferro, who 
was scheduled to deliver the opening 
address, was unable to attend the ses- 
sion because of business at the District 
Building. 

Declaring that one can not conceive 
of the disastrous results if by one 
stroke of the hand the telegraph, the 
telephone and the radio were wiped out 
of existence, Mr. Aishton pointed eut 
that three- fourths of the world’s tele- 
phone and telegraph equipment is in 
the United States. In addition, he said, 
the United States now leads the world 
in the use of the radio. He stressed 
the need for cooperation and intensive 
research: necessary for the successful 
operation of great communication sys- 
tems.

yesterday. 

The President has made no study ot 
the proposal but as he has heard it 
discussed and understands that there 
is a difference of opinion as to whether 
the railroads have the legal authority to 
own transoceanic shipping lines.

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THE REVOLT IN MEXICO, 


The attempt of Gens. Serrano and Gomez to 
win over the Mexican army began on Monday, 
when troops at the capital, Torreon and Vera 
Cruz revolted. Gen. Serrano went towxzrd 
Morelos, and is reported to have been captured 
and executed, with thirteen followers. Gen. 
Gomez is supposed to be at the head of two 
regiments of insurgents in Vera Cruz. The 
number of troops that marched out of the 
City of Mexico is said by President Calles to be 
only 800. The impression sought to be con- 
veyed by Calles’ statement is that the number 
of disaffected troops is very small and that the 
rebellion will be quickly suppressed. But re- 
perts from widely separated parts of the re- 
public show that fighting is going on and that 
the portion of the army still loyal to Catles 
hab its hands full. 

Many civilians suspected of complicity in the 
revolutionary plot have been arrested in the 

City of Mexico and elsewhere. If all civilians 
Who sympathize with the revolt should be ap- 
prehended, the jails of Mexico will be over- 
flowing. The country is seething with revolt 
on account of the rigor with which the Calles 
fegime has dealt with religious bodies. Mil- 
tions of Mexicans feel that their personal lib- 
erty has been outraged. ‘They would wreak 
aoeence upon Calles if they could. 

. Serrano and Gomez took their lives in their 
hands when they left the City of Mexico to head 
the revolt. If Serrano is gone, the outcome of 
the adventure will depend upon Gomez. He is 
Heefavorable territory, and if his two regi- 
ments remain loyal to him he may succeed in 
setting the country aflame. His military abil- 
ity is equal to that of any general who may be 
sent to capture him, 

Gen. Obregon has announced that if the re- 
bellion is not quickly suppressed he will sus- 
pend his political campaign and take up muli- 
tary duty in defense of the Calles government. 
It has appeared probable for several months 
‘that Obregon, Gomez and Serrano would re- 
sort to fighting. Obregon has the advantage of 
great prestige and the backing of the govern- 
ment, while his opponents find strength in army 
disaffection and popular antagonism to Calles. 
The struggle may depend upon the attitude of 
the army. If its officers are convinced that 
the time is ripe for revolt, nothing can save 
Calles and Obregon. Popular pressure upon 
the army, urging it to turn against Calles, has 
been incessant. It remains to be seen whether 
the army will follow its real inclination and 
revolt, or decide that discretion is the better 
part of valor. 


ABSURD PUNISHMENT. 


The so-called Baumes law of New York 
State, which makes mandatory a sentence cf. 
life imprisonment upon a criminal convicted 
of @ fourth offense, has had a deterrent effect 
upon the activities of criminals, as is self- 
evident from the court records. Similar laws 
m other States have been equally effective. 
But while it may be desirable to exact “the 
pound of flesh” in most instances of habitual 
criminality, there are times when the judge | 
passing sentence should be permitted to use a | 
modicum of discretion. In New York State 
a few weeks ago a jury found a defendant 
guilty of a crime that was of no greater de- 
gree than petty larceny, yet under the manda- 
tory language of the Baumes law life imprison- 
ment was the only sentence which could be 
imposed. 

Now from Michigan comes the report that 
having been caught in possession of a pint of 
gin was sufficient to bring a life sentence upon 
a poor devil who has served three previous 
sentences. Whether the crimes for which he 
- ‘was previously convicted were as grievous as 
this latest violation of the law is not reported. 
To the average citizen it will appear that the 
‘ _ punishment is grossly unjust and.unreasonable, 
7 making the law itself an offender against the 
public welfare.

INTERNATIONAL RADIO. 


More than 400 representatives of 60 nations 
are in Washington to attend the international 
radio-telegraph conference, which was opened 
yesterday with an address of welcome by Pres- 
ident Coolidge. The meeting is the first since 
the London conference of 1912, and has been 
called to consider new problems that have 
come about as the result of the comparatively 


' recent rapid development in radio communi- 
cations, 


The fact that 60 nations are represented in 
these meetings testifies forcibly to the interna- 
tionality of radio. With the telegraph or the 
telephone conferences between nations are not 
needed, for each is controlled entirely by the 
operator. To a certain degree this is true of 


thrown into a millpond. Thus radio commu- 
nication of each nation is affected by that of 
another, and international regulation is a 
necessity. 

The London conference was interested in 
what was then popularly known as wireless, 
whereby dots and dashes could be sent be- 
tween separated stations. Since then radio 
development has been amazing. The Wash- 
ington conference will have to consider, be- 
sides the problems of code transmission, those 
involved in wireless telephony, program broad- 
casting, picture transmission, and radio bea- 
cons and direction finders. The latter par- 
ticularly affect all nations, for it seems in- 
evitable that within not many years shipping, 
both by boat and by airplane, will come to de- 
pend more and more upon these most modern 
of navigational aids. 

Radio has become so ramified and complex 
that its regulation is no easy matter. Hun- 
dreds of difficulties are to be solved, and it is 
inevitable that many differences of opinion 
will arise during the conference. Only by co- 
operative action, however, can this marvel- 
ous system of communication be kept under 
control or regulated so that it can best serve 
nations and individuals. The .international 
radio telegraph conference, if conducted in the 
proper spirit, will accomplish much in behalf 
of international friendship, as well as interna- 
tional communication. 


MISDIRECTED SCHOOLING. 


A college education is,not. always what it is 
cracked up to be. Sometimes the collegian 
is forced to stick to his lectures and. his classes 
to his distinct disadvantage, simply because 
the institution in which he has matriculated is 
the alma mater of ‘‘dad.” Or mother is anx- 
ious to have the proud satisfaction of knowing 
that her boy is an alumnus of that particular 
diploma factory. 

That parents should ‘know the inclinations 
of their offspring and should be guided, in a 
measure, by that knowledge is the theme of 
a thoughtful article from the pen of Dean 
Gauss, recognized as one of the leading mem- 
bers of the faculty of Princeton, who urges par- 
ents to become better acquainted with. their 
children before forcing upon them an education 
which they do not desire and for which they 
are absolutely unfitted. 

The’ writer illustrates his argument in the 
case of .a student who was but poorly prepared 
when he entered the university.: He made 
little. or no progress and was far more in- 
terested in mechanics than in logarithms. The 
boy was so far behind in his studies that he 
was dropped out, much to the distress of his 
mother. Although he frankly admitted in- 
dulging in all the small vices apparently in- 
herent in the college boy, his mother refused 
to admit. that he ever smoked or that he had 
taken a drink in his life. He spent a year in 
one of the shops of a manufacturing concern 
in which his father had a large interest, and 
won the approval of his employers, who de- 
sired that he remain. But he was forced back 
to the classroom and eventually failed com- 
pletely. Yet he was universally popular alike 
with his classmates and every member of the 
faculty. However, he was not fitted for a de- 
gree and never obtained that honor, so greatly 
desired by “mater.” He returned to the shops 
and made good, in spite of the absence of the 
sheepskin. 

There are doubtless. thousands of other 
youngsters of the type of this Princeton under- 
graduate. Too many parents, as well as too 
many sons, fail to realize that to attempt to 
force a boy into a white collar job when he 
was born to push a plane, swing a sledge or 
hold a plow adds nothing to the glory of the 
“professions,” while depriving industry of a 
potential unit of perhaps unusual value. 


NO TARIFF DISCRIMINATION. 


The essence of the tariff dispute between tho 
United States and France—made apparent by 
the publication of the notes between the two 
countries—is whether American exports shall 
be discriminated against by France, or whether 
the United States shall purchase equal treat- 
ment by discriminating against the rest of the 
world in France’s favor. Discrimination is 
the one thing which the domestic tariff policy 
of the United States seeks specifically to avoid. 
All nations are treated alike. France’s dis- 
crimination against imports from the United 
States forms the basis of the protest which 
this Government has made. 

It is impossible for American officials to en- 
gage in the sort of bargaining which the French 
government suggests. There is no denying 
that under | the tariff act, the President may 
order an investigation of specific duties and in 
certain circumstances reduce or raise any of the 
existing schedules. The change could not, 
however, be made to apply to France alone. 
Any reduction made would apply to the prod- 
uct, no matter what the country of origin. 
Granted.that France may be the sole producer 
of specified articles, any extension of favors 
to her could only result in requests from other. 
commercial nations for equal favors in other 
schedules. The outcome might easily a 
lowering of the entire tariff, which was’ cer- 


tainly not contemplated by the crayeees of the. 


law. 
‘The French suggestion that saniiary Tegu- 
lations governing the importation of agricul-

tionable. In such cases the matter of revenue 
is not primarily involved, but the health of the 
Nation and the safety of American agriculture 
is‘at stake. The Unite. States has expended 
millions of dollafs to eradicate such menaces 
from within its own borders. It would be 
criminally foolish to subject the Nation to 
contagion from abroad, merely to promote 
trade, 

It is not surprising that the White House 
should announce its readiness to insist that the 
United States shall not be discriminated against 
by France. American exports to France should 
be taxed neither more nor less than those of 
other nations. French goods entering the 
United States should pay the same duty that 
is paid by similar goods from other countries. 
What France demands is speciat discrimination 
in her favor, as the price of her abandonment 
of discrimination against the United States. 
This demand will never be granted. 


| THE SOFT COAL SITUATION. 


Miners and operators: in the bituminous 


fields of Illinois have signed a temporary truce. 
Operations will be resumed under the terms 


of the Jacksonville agreement which expired 
last April. A joint committee has been named 
to draft a new contract between now and next 
February. This marks the first break in the 
longest period of inactivity that this section 
of the coal industry has ever known. It is an 
admission on.the part of both. factions that 
nothing is served and’ much is lost by a con- 
tinued deadlock. 

The truce meaus much to Illinois. The coal 
producing sections of that State were on the 
verge of economic disaster. Business houses 


in the mining districts were on the point of 


closing down. The resources of the miners 
were near exhaustion. The investments of the 
mine owners were jeopardized by inactivity. 
The hope now is that the agreement reached 
in Illinois may be accepted in other coal pro- 
ducing regions. There are large areas in- 
volving hundreds of thousands of workers 
where the strike, with all of its accompanying 
evils, is still in force. : 
There is only a slight possibility that the 
peace in the bituminous fields can be made 
general. Operators in Ohio and Pennsylvania, 
embracing the greater part of what is known 
as the central competitive field,: have em- 
barked on what bids fair to be a finish fight. 
The owners have reopened their mines on a 
nonunion basis. Disorders have been reported. 
The reason for lack of harmony in the vari- 
ous production areas and the fundamental 
question to be determined is the differential 
in the cost of production between the union 
and the nonunion fields... Open-shop practice 
in the bituminous coal industry has grown so 
that it now seems possible, as many experts 
insist, for the nonunion mines to supply the 
entire national demand. Under such circum- 
stances, the union operators are faced with a 
competitive problem that can not be answered 
by increasing wages, and the miners’ power 
through the right to strike is seriously weak- 
ened. It is obviously impossible for the entire 
coal industry to flourish on two ‘distinct wage 
scales. The problem must be considered and 
treated as a whole or else fail of solution. 


THREE ENLISTED MEN. 


Three enlisted men in the armies of the 
Sixties achieved fame after the Civil War 
ended, and for many years: following the close 
of hostilities their names were household words 
throughout the country. They were ‘Private 
John” Allen, of Mississippi, who served bis 
State in Congress for several terms, and whose 
wit and good humor on all occasions made him 
famous wherever daily newspapers are read; 
“Private” Dalzell and ‘‘Corporal’’ Tanner. 
Tanner lived longer than either of the other 
two, and passed away last Sunday. 

‘Private’ Dalzell was a soldier of Ohio. 
He died in 1924. Dalzell’s name was not 
John, but James M. There was another Dal- 
zell who, until twelve years ago, ogcupied a very 
important place in the councils of the Repub- 
lican party and:a very prominent place in the 
halls of Congress. He was John Dalzell, of 
Pennsylvania.: On Monday last he, too, was 
called to answer the last roll. 

Congressman John Dalzell, because of the 
fact that he died within a few hours after 
‘Corporal’? Tanner, has been referred to by 
many of the news writers as ‘Private’ Dal- 
‘zell. Even the New York Sun, which still 
asserts that “‘if you see it in the Sun it’s so,’ 
falls into this error, for in its brief comment 
on the passing of ‘‘Corporal’’ Tanner the Sun 
says: “His first name was James, but, like 
Private John Dalzell, who also died yesterday, 
he carried his humble title through life.” 


ITALY’S AMBITIONS. 


The Central Statistical Institute of Rome 
reports ,that births in Italy during the first 
seven months of the year were 24,000 fewer 
than during the same period of 1925, and 
41,000 fewer than for the first seven months 
of 1924. Marriages, however, were 5,000 
more than in 1925 and deaths were 5,000 
fewer. This record was made despite the fact 
that Italy has been waging an intensive propa- 
ganda designed to increase the birth rate. 

Explanation for the decline in the number 
of births lies in the high cost of living. In 
Italy, as in every other country or community, 
it costs money to support a family, and if in- 
dividual income is largely consumed in gaining 
the necessities of life for a family of a given 
size, the tendency will be to prevent, so far 
as possible, its increase. 

Mussolini, however, is an earnest and sincere 
advocate of the large family. He realizes that 
Italy must either progress_or retrogress. His 
fixed idea is the creation of a greater, more 
powerful, more important country, the accom- 
plishment of which would necessitate an ever- 
increasing population. Mussolini’s propaganda 
for larger families has been artfully conceived 
and carefully applied. Appealing, as a rule, 
to the patriotic instincts of the people, he has 
made them believe that it is the primary func- 
tion of the Italian woman to bear children to 
carry on through the.ages the idea and ideal 
of Fascism. 

‘Mussolini, with his personal magnetism, 
makes a powerful appeal. He is used to get- 
ting that which he demands, and under ordl- 
nary circumstances there is no reason to sup- 
pose that he could hot influence a greatly in- 
creased birth rate, Aligned against him, -how- 


ever, is the pressing problem of the cost of 


living, against which even Mussolini, with all 


his powers of argument afid persuasion, may

War, 
is the model of a novel.and. intricate 
system of fortifications now nearing 
completion, on which France has la- 
bored since the signing of the armistice.

FOODS TO CURE SCURVY IN MANY

H. E. lived for several years in 
H the very far north. Out of his 
* experience there he writes me 
a long letter 1 wish I had room .or all 
of it, but space requires that I use only 
the following, which is about one-third 
of the letter: 

“Scurvy is produced by change of 
diet from what the individual is used 
to for generations back. What is anti- 
scorbutic to one race is death to an- 
other In faraway lands—the steppes, 
the woods, the tropics, and the arctics 
—we were often inflicted by well in- 
tentioned Caucasian medicos, with an 
abiding faith in lime juice. We had to 
gently ease them out of their civilized 
learning when it came to treating 
natives for scurvy. Drs. Driggs and 
Kossen of Alaska, Runnals of North- 
western Territory, and the medical 
missionary on the Pitcairn taught me 
the way to prevent and cure the dis- 
2ase. 


“In 1899 1 hac scurvy .n the Yukon. 
I was cured by a diet of raw potatoes 
and onions. A fellow miner loaned me 
$5, and I ate the value of the whole 
amount in raw potatoes. Onions were 
as sweet as ice cream to me. 

“While on a whaling ship we picked 
up three native Siberians in San Fran- 
cisco. They had been working in the 
orchards and gardens of California 
and eating ‘local grub,’ consisting 
mostly of fruit and vegetables. They 
all had scurvy. A Siberian diet quickly 
cured them. 

“Once I saw two Eskimo girls who 
were being held as witnesses in a Pres- 
byterian home in Juneau. They were 
fed on the best civilized food. They 
scurvy. They were 
changed to a diet of raw fish and 
putrid whale meat, und they recovered. 

“When I had some connection with 
the mounted police in the Northwest 
territory they had trouble keeping their 
charges alive or even free from scurvy 
until they learned to let them eat what 
they had always been accustomed to. 
In a sealing fleet, where I had some 
experience, the native hunters always 
got scurvy when they ate our food 
They would get well when we would 
find the decomposing carcass of a whale 
or a walrus and brought away a few 
tubs of the choice remnants for them 
to feed on. Feed an Eskimo fine beef- 
steak, potatoes, beans, peas, plum pud- 
ding, ice cream and milk and you will 
kill him in. six months. 

“The Scotch employe of the Hudson 
Bay Co., on the Mackenzie River, 
though he has been five generations 
away from his ‘bonny woods and braes.’ 
still eats oatmeal, while his Indian wife 
still eats raw fish. In Northern Siberia 
the natives eat raw meat and nothing 
else, except the contents of the stom- 
achs of the deer they kill. This stomach 
content looks like boiled spinach and 
has a sour taste. It is eaten raw. The

kids eat liver and hearts, handful after 
handful, gobbled down like clabber— 
raw and warm. Hardened tallow is 
eaten in chunks as we eat angel food 
cake. A finer physical race I never 
saw—big, strapping, powerful men. 


“On the American side the natives 
are canoe-paddling, raw fish eaters. 
They are very fond of raw walrus meat 
They eat the contents of the wairus’ 
stomach. This consists principally of 
& mixture of clams and sea weeds. 
When some of these people were taken 
to the world’s fair in 1893 Miner Bruce 
tried to feed them what they were ac- 
customed to. But one of the party told 
me they could not get enough good 
‘kow-kow’ and, in consequénce, many 
sickened.”

I have heard much gossip and 
read many rumors, but I am in- 
clined to the belief that Huggins 
will start Hoyt, unless conditions 
have changed in the last day or so.

Both have their stuff and both are 
what. we call smart pitchers. 

In our league there has been a gen- 
eral belief that the Pirates can beat 
any left-hander. The world § series 
frequently upsets a lot of those ideas. 
I know, though, that the: Pirates are 
very good against southpaws—unus- 
ually good. 

In this connection, there has been 
some talk of the Pirates being handi- 
capped through their lack of a left- 
hander to pitch against Ruth and 
Gehrig. It is true that they haven’t 
a first string pitcher who is a south- 
paw but I. don’t believe that will be a 
handicap. In Kremer, Hill, Aldrich 
and Meadows they have four mighty 
good right-handers. They are genu- 
inely good pitchers. 


If a ball club has _ first-class 
right-handers, it doesn’t need a 
left-hander. Just a fair left-hander 
can be used mostly for switches 
when certain stages of a game 
arise. I imagine that is the way 
Bush will use Yde and his other 
southpaw. They have not been 
worked as starting pitchers to any 
extent all year. 


It isn’t so much whether a pitcher 
is right or left handed. The main 
thing is his ability to exercise control 
when fine judgment is required. 

Even in the face of the much dis- 
cussed Yankee slugging, the Pirates 
strike me as having an edge in the 
pitching. It is a different style of 
pitching from that used against the 
Yanks all season, and they are -bound 
to feel that difference. 

It is argued on other hand that the 
Yank pitching will also be strange to 
the Pirates. I don’t, agree with that at 
all. They t¢éll m t Wilcy Moore has 
a novel styje, t the others are simply 
good pitchers who do not use curve 
balls as fre as their rivals do in 
the National League. It is the novelty 
of facing all these curves with good 
control that will bother the Yanks. The 
Pirates are just as deadiy against fast 
balls as the Yanks. 


The catching is another impor- 
tant factor in this series. Of all the 
catchers on both sides, I prefer 
Gooch, of the Pirates. Gooch is a 
real fine backstop and a thrower of 
high class. He is intelligent in his 
work with. the pitchers and is 
pretty sure to give a good account 
of himself. He is a Zairly good hit- 
ter. 

Earl Smith may be able to hit, but he 
can do nothing else in the catcher’s 
position as well as Gooch. 

Unless Grabowski is an unusually 
good catcher, the Pirates will have a 
shade the best of it. I should rate 
Gooch a much stronger catcher than 
Collins, though everybody tells me that 
Collins is a hard worker and always a 
big help as a team man. I have never 
seen Grabowski work, but I am told that 
he is the best of the Yankee staff. 

Well, everything is all set for the.big 
show now and it is like waiting for the 
start of a stake race. Both are good 
ball clubs and will put up a hard fight.

* Need of Victims. 


SEASE-PREVENTION 
WORK CALLED RECORD 


Delegates Discuss Coordina- 
tion of City and Rural 
Chapter Operations. 


Another appeal for funds may be 
mecessary to care for the destitute in- 
habitants and continue the work of 
rehabilitation in the devasted Missis- 
sippi fiood areas, Secretary Herbert 
Hoover declared last night at the Mis- 
gissippi flood relief session of the 
American Red Cross convention in the 
United States Chamber of Commerce 
Building. 

Although there will be approximately 
$1,000,000 remaining in the flood relief 
treasury of the Red Cross by January 
1, Mr. Hoover said, it is impossible now 
to tell whether that will be enough to 
carry on the work of mercy in the flood 
areas. If another call is made for 
funds, he said, the amount asked for 
will be comparatively small. 

Describing the Red Cross as the 
“national arm of defense against dis- 
aster and against suffering,” Mr. Hoover 
declared that it is the sole agency in 
this country which can guarantee the 
people that loss of life will be averted 
and suffering mitigated in time of pub- 
lic tragedy. The Red Cross must as- 
@ume and carry that responsibility, he 
asserted. 


Pictures Prove Inadequate. 


Motion pictures of the flood 
shown but Mr. Hoover said that 
picture or description could convey 
the immensity of the flood to persons 
who did not witness it. 

He praised the work of the Red 
Cross during the trying days of the 
disaster, but added that there must 
‘be no let-up in the work of rehabilita- 
tion. More than two and a fourth 
million acres in the Mississippi Valley 
are in such condition that crops can 
not be raised on them this winter, he 
pointed out. The inhabitants of this 
territory are destitute and, while many 
have not yet asked for aid, they must 
be cared for during the winter, he 
said. 

Dr. William R. Redden, national med- 
ical officer of the Red Cross, described 
the work done by doctors and scient- 
ists in the flooded areas as “‘the great- 
est protective piece of work in the 
history of the country.” All of the 
country has been benefited by the 
medical work done during the flood 
he said, and added that one of the 
greatest advances in public health work 
that the country has ever seen has 
been made in the flooded areas since 
the water receded.

Rural Problem Discussed. 


Lieut. Col. George R. Spalding, U. S. 
A., who directed rescue work during 
the flood, told of his experiences. T. 
J. McCarty, Louisiana State recon- 
struction officer, also spoke. Judge 
John Barton Payne, chairman of the 
American Red Cross, presided. 

The delegates at the 
session yesterday gathered in con- 
ference rooms to discuss rural 
and city chapter work, charity and 
medical service and details of meeting 
the 5,000,000 membership goal set by 
the central committee for the 1928 en- 
roliment. 

Coordination of city chapters of the 
Red Cross with the smaller rural 
branches is one of the outstanding 
problems facing the convention, Emer- 
son H. Landis, of Dayton, newly elect- 
ed chairman of the convention, de- 
clared yesterday. He said one of the 
most important phases of the peace- 
time program lies in bringing medical 
and health aid to isolated communi- 
ties where doctors are rare. 

Eight sections of the volunteer serv- 
ice round-table conference were in ses- 
sion yesterday and most of the admin- 
istrative problems facing the conven- 
tion were acted on. These problems, 
crystallized in the form of resolutions,

NEW NORTHEAST STREET 
TO AID TRAFFIC PLANKED 


Park Board Committee Plan 
Would Link Seventeenth 
and Eighteenth. 


‘ACTION TO COME SOON 


Creation of an additional thorough- 
| fare to link Seventeenth and Eighteenth 
| Streets northeast, between E street and 
| Ames place, was favored yesterday by 
| the coordinating committee of the Na- 
| tional Capital Park and Planning Com- 
mission. This new roadway, carrying 
out the highway plan, will be submit- 
ted to the commission for approval at 
its October meeting.

The case was dismissed once for fail- 
ure to prosecute, and it was reinstated 
upon the calendar. It has again been 
dismissed, this time on motion of ‘the 
Government. Col. O’Brien and Mr. Ma- 
loney satisfied the court that they had 
acted in good faith.
